After reviewing the Air Force Office of Special Investigations 
file as provided by Special Ageott Ed Dill regarding Oewey Magar the 
following is a sundry of that i nves ti g<j ti ve report. This file was 
reviewed on 5-0-35 a; tits OSI Office at the Little Rock Air rorca 3ase. 

On 7-10-J2, while .'iagar was stationed at aiytheviile Air Force 
Sasa, the security police or base were notified that the son of a Lt. 
Col. stationed at the base had been sexually molested by a serviceman, 
also stationed at the base. An investigation revealed that the U2 
year old victim mat Macdr at a base swimming pool. Magar took the 
youth to his quarters an J offered to give him a massage. tfhila giving 
the youth a passage on :;i3 bad, Magar polled the boy's shorts donn. 
The boy got up and starred to leave. ;':;ar gave the bo/ his naraa and 
telephone number after which the boy left. -The youth raportec! the 
incident the same day. 

On 7-10-32, after the victim was interviewed, ,'!agar was picked 
«? and a^s* interviewed by the security police. Magar admitted that 
the massaging incident took place and admitted that he became sexually 
aroused. But he told investigators that he quickly real i ied_ that what 
he was doing was wrong and he stopoed. Durinn this interview, Magar 
also admitted having had a homosexual affair with a young 
approximately three years prior to that t i c'e . 

On 7-12-34 a sexual molestation involving Magar and a male youth 
who attended church with Magar was reported to the elytheville Police 
Department. The incident took place on 7-3-82 off base in Blyhteville 
in the home of a civilian. The incident involved Magar kissing the 
boy and rubbing the boy's penis. A warrant was sworn out by the boy's
